The largest pnrl of those 
funds, which Increased 1.3 llnios 
between 1065—1885, was ear- 
marked Tor (lie creation, devel- 
opment or mailer n button of fi- 
elds which proved decisive for 
Iho maintenance of the econom- 
ic dynamism. At the same lime 
reconsidered was tho rolo ln- 
cuuibeut on certain branches 
and sub branches which bad 
been underestimated In the 
first three five-year plan peri- 
ods or which In (he meantime 
acquired an overwhelming Im- 
portance. Through Ibe attain- 
ment of an Intensive rale or In- 
dustrial. development — over 
nine per oepl yearly In the last 
two quinquennia — the basic 
branches of industry — machine 
engineering, chemistry, the 
light and the food industries — 
underwent a strong growth and 
on of . production. 
Thus, the share of the machine- 
building Industry grew from 


10.5 per cent In 1848, to 21.2 per 
cent lu 1865 aud to same 30 per 
cent at the beginning of the on- 
going five-year plan period, 
while lhaf of chemistry rose 
from 3.2 per cont In 1848 to 6.7 
per cent In 1865 and to some 10 
per cent in 1085. Alongside tho 
power Industry and the ferrous 
and non-ferrous metallurgy the- 
se branches ensure almost 65 
per cent of tho whole Industrial 
production of the country. New 
industries were set up — elec- 
tronics and electrical engine- 
ering, the shipbuilding Industry, 
the chemical and power equip? 
ment Industries, petrochemistry 
— while aeronautics was revi- 
talized. Against the background 
of the fast development of ibe 
baslo branches, production 
growths between 4.1 and 7.5 ti- 
mes were registered by techno- 
logical equipment, machine 
tools and olcetrlo engines, a 



growth of 25 times was scored - 
by tho products of the Industry , 
of precision mechanics and op- 
tics, ono of 40 times by auto- 
mation and computer techno- 
logy moans. Presently, Roma- 
nian industry has becomo able 
to meet over 80 per cent of the 
economy's need of machines, 
equipment and Installations, 
whose highly technical value 
helped achieve in 1885 a dally 
output equal to that obtained 
In two months in 1865. On this 
basis, the volume of fixed as- 
sets grew from 160 billion lei 
in 1841 to 3,200 billions In 1087, 
of which 84P per oent were ob- 
tained ovor tbo last 20 years. 
As a consequence, tho national 
wealth, whose main component 
In tho fixed assets, has grown 
from 330 billion lei In 1950 to 
almost 5.000 billion lol presently. 

Another baslo branch, agri- 
culture, In full prooess of trans- 
formation on intensive, quali- 
tatively superior bases, scored 
an absoluto record In 1987 — 
the biggest cereal production In 
tho country's history — 31.7 
million ions. The production 
Increments In agrloullure were 
obtained lit tbc conditions of a 
larger than 50 per oent decrease 
In Iho population employed In 
this Nflld compared to 1050, so 
that at present Its share In the 
overall employed population is 
over 28.3 por cent, versus 7-1.1 
In the reference year. These 
important successes were lar- 
gely due to iho growth of tho 
number of tractors equipping 
agrloullure from 13,713 In 1950 
to 181.108 In 1888. the Increase 
of the Irrigated area from 
230.000 hn In 1&E5 to 3.7 million 
ha In tho summer or 1087, the 
Increment to 335 kg of tho a- 
wouut of physical fertilizer 
ustfil per ha. 

In the materialization of tho- 
se major transformations of 
. eoiilcmpornry Romania a key 
role was played by science, for 
iho development of whioh' the 
stale allotted 10 times larger 
funds In 1B88 over 1965. The 
number of researchers Is 10 ti- 
mes bigger, while that of patents 
Is 14 times larger than lu 1865. 
In the 1881—1985 five-year pe- 
riod alone the contribution 
made by science to the renew- 
ing aud modernization of prod- 
uction materialized In the Intro- 
duction of 20,000 new types of 
machines, equipment, 'apparatus, 
Installations and consumer goods 
. and of 6,200 technologies and 
mechanization systems Info the 
production flows. At present, 
one leu spent la Ibis activity 
brings a tenfold eoonomlo effool. 

The progress made In the de- 
velopment of industry — now 
accounting for 00 per cent of the 
national lnoome — , of tbo eco- 
nomy generally, ' has changed 
Romania's position In the Inter- 


national division of labour, In 
the world flow of assets. From 
a country whose exports main- 
ly consisted of agricultural and 
food pvoduols and raw materi- 
als, Romania has turned Inio 
an exporter of highly processed 
goods which account for 62 per 
oont, np from 36.2 per oent In 
1065, of tho total exports. 

Such a development strategy 
naturally swept all iho coun- 
try’s arena, ensuring equal op- 
portunities for prosperity to all 
citizens, from Quoliarost to Bnla 
Mare and from Timisoara to 
Vaslul. Through tho harmoni- 
ous, balanced development of 
nil tho country’s areas and 
counties, mechanical engineer- 
ing units hava been raised In 
all counties. Of Iho newly built 
industrial areas each territorial 
unit houses four or five. 

Such an Impressive growth of 
the economlo potential has ma- 
terialized In (he subslnnllally 
Higher living standard. Tho a- 
vorago remuneration has grown 
some 13 times over 1B65. Starl- 
ing in the intler half of IBH8 
iho nominal pay Is lu grow by 
10 per cant. Over 1DBB'—1087 
3.3 million housing units were 
built, so that 82 per cent of the 
country's population lives in 
new houses. Over 1885, the ra- 
pacity of hospitals hus doubled, 
now being of 20U,000 beds. At 
present there Ls one physician 
for 469 inhabitants. AU-grodu 
educutlnn I Just like hcullli rare) 
Is freo and comprises five mil- 
lion persons. 

The strategy of Romania’s e- 
cononiio development Requires 
new virtues in the perspective 
of the year lOBD. In order to 
emphasize (he intensive factors 
and assort iho new quality in 
all fields of actlvily economlo 
proportions were changed, the 
Investment programmes were 
reoriented , the classified list 
of products and especially their 
quality were Improved. In the 
prooess Industry the sharo of 
tho high-tech suhbraiiches In- 
corporating complex work and 
contributing to high labour pro- 
ductivity lias Increased. In pa- 
rallel with tho decreasing pro- 
duction of tbo big energy con- 
sumers, tho hlgh-toch branches 
preserve (heir high growth ro- 
tes. At Iho eamo time, by dou- 
bling labour productivity and 
enhancing tho capitalization de- 
greo of material resources; con- 
ditions will bo created for the 
. contribution of - the Intensive 
factors making 1 tbo national 
Inoomo reach 50—55 per cent 
la this quinquennium. The po- 
werful growth of the national 
eoonomlo com pi ox will lead to 
obtnlnlng a national- Income of 
1,200 billion lot, that i* 80 W.

Tho 
first post-war years were de- 
voted to Min rcconst ruction of 
on the economy In shambhM 
mid the implementation uf so- 
cial reforms. The year IB 13 
marked tho passage to the Im- 
plementation of the socialist re- 
volution through (he nationali- 
zation or llie mnln production 
means and then, through tbo 
collectivization of agriculture.

Decades ago, Mb rn mure; beat 
the record of being one or (ha 
poorest areas or the country. 
My childhood, spent In a Tran- 
sylvanian village. Is Imbued 
wllfi Ibe Imago of Alarannireg 
people coming at mowing and 
reaping time to work the lands 
of (bo rich people. Entire villa- 
ges with llielr costumes and 
(heir songs. Whoever wanlod to 
carry through reaping would 
hire women from Maramurcy. 
They were famous reapers, 
llicy made small well bound 
sheaves, and their rapidity was 
envied by the women of the 
Tillage. In the evening, (he 
sheds resounded with (heir 
gongs. The coming and leaving 
of Ihe people of Maramurcg 
were shows, costume parades. 
bu| also lessons of optimism. 
They were hardworking peo- 
ple, confident In their strength 
and arms, people with rich 
fouls. 

In a folder edited at the end 
of the Iasi five-year plan pe- 
riod my h M ention was drawn by 
a remark concerning Ihe strik- 
ing contrast that existed once 


between the Bpi ritual richness of 
ihn people nnd the great num- 
ber of Illiterates. Of course, the- 
se people did not lark In- 
nate gifts or cleverness. The 
economic, social and cultural 
changes during Ihe years of jn- 
elallxt building have pushed the 
life of the Maramurry settle- 
ments lo other coordinates of 
civilization. 

Whatever field wo looked 
Into, wo would notice that 
achievements are more (ban 
spectacular. The nonferrous ore 
exploitation, over two millen- 
nia old in Marainure;, the 
wood exploitation aud proces- 
sing, which also follows a last- 
ing tradlton, are branches (hat 
have bene rilled from substan- 
tial Investments.

Tills Is Mnrn- 
muro$, seem to say (ho „soille- 
menls strung on either side of 
the road, where tho traditional 
and modern elomenls harmo- 
niously livo together. 

Dumllru $erban, head of the 
research and production station, 
•poke about the successes scor- 
ed In animal breeding and espe- 
cially III Improving tbe Bruno 
do Maramurcg cntllo breed. A 
powerful malarial base was 
created In novllicrn Maraimircg 
wharo highly skilled sprelultaU 
benefit by research labs, an 
elite farm, fodder resources In 
order to contribute to (he grno- 
rnllzulloi! Of Mils breed In (lie 
country's billy nrcas. Fully ad- 
justed to ellmnle conditions, 
having a high gonellc potential, 
tho Bruno de Marnmuieg breed 
lin* proved to bo very profit- 
able. In (be elation, iwo zoo- 
lecliiilcnl lines were rrealed en- 
suring milk productions of 
4, MO — 4,300 and 4,600 1 respec- 
tively. Through IhO crossing of 
the two Jtnos, a third one was 
obtained with n production of 
4,650 t of milk. I was told 
the final iargrt jg to obtain a 
lino glvlpg 5,500 I of milk and 
recording a dally weight lnoro- 
menl of 1,000 grams. The per- 
formances of tho breed fully 
Justify auch hopes. Pasiora eow 
yielded 9,785 I of milk and 
Slghctoana cow 11,198 I. With 
the help of these oows, families 
wore oroaied with a milk pro- 


duction of 6.000—7,000 I. 

Another topical objective of 
.(he station. Is la obtain dehorned 
cows, a lypo which enn be trans- 
mitted genetically. Tho advan- 
tages of breeding this type of 
cow are the reduction of tho 
feed lag space, tho decrease of 
accldonls and aggrcsslvlly, a 
bigger weight Increment, 

What one could say In a few 
sentences regarding the succes- 
ses of Mara mure? animal breed- 
ing Is actually tho people’s 
work spanning numerous years. 
Tho station annually delivers 
over 150 reproductive bulls, 
contributing to spreading this 
breed. The milk productions ob- 
tained by state and cooperative 
farms and by private breed cm 
have already become ’’carata' 1 
of Alarainurc; aulmal brooding.
